Staff  Notes 

Professors  Helen  E.  Femald  and  Helen  S.  Hogg  were  honoured  on  October  4 by 
citations  from  their  alma  mater,  Mount  Holyoke  College,  for  “outstanding  achieve- 
ments in  their  chosen  fields  and  service  to  society.”  The  citations  were  conferred 
at  the  end  of  a two-day  Convocation  on  “Science  and  Human  Values.” 

The  New  York-Ontario  Geographers'  Fall  Meeting  and  Field  Trip,  held  at 
McMaster  University,  October  18-19,  was  attended  by  several  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Department  of  Geography.  Professor  George  Tatham  spoke  on  trends  in  the 
development  of  critical  thinking  in  Geography.  “The  Geographical  Features  of  the 
Middle  Section  of  the  Grand  River  Valley”  were  described  by  Professor  D.  F. 
Putnam  as  a preview  of  a field  trip  through  the  area.

The  Press  has  exhibited  its  books  to  the  public  on  several  occasions  recently.
